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NOTICE  TO  VETERANS  OF  ANY  WAR  IN  WHICH  THE 
U.  S.  WAS  ENGAGED 


Changes  in  laws  to  become  effective  April  1st,  1948 

No.  1.  A  Veteran  must  now  have  served  90  days  in  the  Armed 
Forces. 

No.  2.  Under  the  old  law  if  the  Veteran  and  his  wife  had  $5,000.00 
worth  of  property  they  could  not  get  any  exemption.  The  new  law 
provides  that  they  must  not  have  $5,000.00  of  real  or  taxable 
property  exclusive  of  bona  fide  encumbrances  of  record. 

No.  3.  Where  property  is  held  by  several  Veterans  jointly,  only 
one  exemption  of  $1,000.00  will  be  allowed  on  such  property. 

No.  4.  A  husband  and  wife  who  are  both  Veterans  are  entitled 
to  two  exemptions. 

No.  5.  A  Veteran  who  served  on  active  duty  in  the  Allied  Forces 
such  as  the  Canadian  or  British  Armies  and  who  is  otherwise  quali- 
fied, is  entitled  to  an  exemption. 

No.  6.  The  applicant  must  fill  out  and  file  with  the  Selectmen 
an  application  for  exemption  on  or  before  April  15th  of  each  year. 
He  may  file  later  if  prevented  by  accident,  mistake  or  misfortune 
but  no  application  will  be  considered  after  the  local  tax  rate  is 
approved. 

No.  7.  The  Selectmen  have  the  right  to  investigate  the  truth  or 
falsity  of  the  application  and  to  deny  the  application  if  satisfied  a 
false  statement  was  made.  The  applicant  may  appeal  to  State  Tax 
Commission  within  6  months. 

No.  8.  A  resident  is  defined  as  a  person  who  has  resided  in  New 
Hampshire  for  at  least  6  months  prior  to  April  1st  of  the  year  in 
which  application  is  made.

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Report  of  the  Kensington 
Volunteer  Fire  Department,  Inc. 


Although  the  Fire  Department  is  an  organization  entirely  separate 
from  the  local  government,  members  felt,  that  inasmuch  as  the  De- 
partment has  been  possible  only  through  the  co-operation  of  citizens 
in  the  community,  that  it  would  be  fitting  to  submit  each  year  an 
annual  summary  of  affairs  in  the  Town  Report. 

In  keeping  with  that  policy  the  following  report  is  submitted  for 
the  year  ending  February  7,  1949. 

The  Kensington  Volunteer  Fire  Department  was  the  outgrowth 
of  a  project  sponsored  in  the  late  fall  of  1947  by  the  Kensington 
Men's  Club.  Incorporation  under  the  present  name  was  accom- 
plished on  February  13,  1948;  incorporators  being  Horace  Evans, 
Ralph  Fish,  Charles  Matthews,  Leonard  Miller  and  John  York. 

A  meeting  to  activate  the  Department  was  held  on  May  10  and 
was  attended  by  26  persons.  At  that  time  a  set  of  By-Laws  were 
adopted  and  a  slate  of  officers  elected  for  the  ensuing  year.  The 
officers  elected  were: —

Action  was  initiated  at  once  on  the  procurement  of  funds  for  pur- 
chase of  necessary  fire  apparatus.  To  raise  these  funds  both  a  can- 
vass of  the  town  was  made  to  solicit  donations  and  a  program  of 
suppers  presented.  Donations  proved  gratifying;  and  the  suppers 
which  were  put  on  in  August,  October,  December,  and  January 
netted  substantial  amounts.  (For  receipts  from  both  sources  see 
financial  statement  appended  hereto.) 

Almost  immediately  a  suitable  oil  tank  truck  was  located,  pur- 
chased, and  converted  into  a  piece  of  fire  fighting  equipment.  Since 
then  a  front  end  pump  has  been  installed,  brackets  attached  to  hold 
ladders  and  other  items  of  equipment,  and  the  truck  painted  and 
appropriately  lettered.  One  ladder,  450'  of  \y2"  and  2^"  hose,  200' 
of  z/i"  booster  hose,  and  a  carbon  dioxide  and  two  soda  acid  ex- 
tinguishers have  been  purchased  and  placed  on  the  truck.  Mr. 
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Everett  Palmer  has  allowed  the  Department  to  store  the  trucks  in 
the  rear  of  his  shop  for  the  winter  months. 

Still  needed  by  the  Department  is  about  550'  of  l}/&"  hose,  a  roof 
ladder,  a  suitable  signalling  device  for  central  mounting  in  the  town, 
new  tires,  sets  of  adequate  fire  clothes  to  carry  on  the  truck  at  all 
times,  and  a  heated  building  for  storage  of  the  truck  and  for  meet- 
ings. It  is  hoped  that  additional  funds  can  be  raised  in  1949  to  pur- 
chase at  least  a  portion  of  these  items. 

Meetings  of  the  Fire  Department  are  held  on  the  first  Monday  in 
each  month  at  eight  p.  m.  Present  enrollment  is  37  members. 

The  Department  answered  four  fire  calls  this  past  year,  ex- 
tinguishing three  alone,  and  assisting  the  Exeter  Fire  Department 
in  the  other.  The  fires  responded  to  were : — 

July  5 — Hannah  Plummers.  Barn  ignited  by  lightning  strike  with 
flames  subsequently  spreading  to  the  ell  and  were  threatening  the 
house  by  the  time  the  Exeter  Department  arrived.  The  Kensington 
Department  arrived  several  minutes  later  and  Exeter  used  the 
Kensington  equipment  when  the  pump  on  their  tank  truck  failed  to 
start.  They  were  able  to  hold  and  reduce  the  fire  until  they  could 
get  their  equipment  going.  The  barn  and  ell  were  lost  but  the  house 
saved. 

September  18 — A  brush  fire  back  of  Roland  Sawyers  on  Beaver- 
dam  in  an  area  where  logging  had  been  in  progress.  Extinguished. 
No  damage. 

October  16 — Harvey  Wilbur.  Chimney  fire.  Extinguished.  No 
damage. 

November  1 — Arthur  George.  Chimney  fire.  Extinguished.  No 
damage. 

Members  of  the  Department  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity 
to  extend  their  sincere  thanks  to  the  men  and  women  of  this  com- 
munity and  to  others  who  have  given  so  generously  of  their  services, 
their  time,  and  their  money  to  make  this  organization  a  success.

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Report  of  the  Forest  Fire  Warden 


Your  local  organization  to  prevent  and  extinguish  brush  and 
woods  fires  is  glad  to  report  a  good  year  of  forest  protection  in  1948. 
In  spite  of  danger  conditions  nearly  equalling  at  times  those  of  1947 
when  great  losses  were  suffered  in  New  Hampshire  and  New  Eng- 
land, fire  damage  and  loss  this  year  have  been  gratifyingly  low. 

With  the  continuing  co-operation  of  all  the  people,  we  can  hope  to 
have  another  successful  year  in  1949.  Let  us  remember  that  in  any 
year,  over  90%  of  all  fires  are  caused  by  carelessness  and  that  all 
of  these  man-caused  fires  are  preventable. 

Today,  we  have  more  slash  and  uncut  grassland  than  for  many 
years  in  the  past.  Smokers,  campers  and  tourists  who  use  our  out- 
doors are  also  more  numerous  than  ever  before.  We  must  therefore 
be  ready  for  fires  which  might  occur  but,  above  all,  prevention  by 
everyone  is  the  greatest  need. 

A  few  simple  precautions  taken  by  every  citizen  will  help,  as 
follows : 

(1)  Always  get  a  written  permit  from  the  warden  before 
kindling  a  fire  outdoors  when  the  ground  is  not  covered 
by  snow. 

(2)  If  you  smoke,  always  extinguish  matches  and  tobacco  be- 
fore dropping  or  throwing  them  down.  In  automobiles, 
always  use  the  ash  trays. 

(3)  Report  fires  and  smokes  to  the  warden  without  delay. 

The  observance  of  these  and  other  simple  rules  will  go  far  to  in- 
sure safety  from  fire  damage  and  your  co-operation  in  this  way  is 
earnestly  solicited.

This  morning  I  received  from  the  State  Department  a  suggested 
article  for  the  school  warrant  and  the  motion  to  be  made  in  dealing 
with  this  article.  I  am  enclosing  a  copy  of  these  two  items.  This 
article  would  be  substituted  for  article  8  in  the  school  district  war- 
rant. 

It  means  you  would  omit  the  state  aid  item  from  the  budget,  in- 
crease the  appropriation  by  that  amount,  and  when  the  amount  of 
state  aid  becomes  official,  that  figure  would  be  deducted  from  the 
amount  appropriated  at  the  school  meeting.

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the  ensuing 
three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School  Board 
and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any  other  officers 
or  agents  of  the  District. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees,  or  officers 
heretofore  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  relation  to  any 
subject  embraced  in  this  Warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and  appro- 
priate for  the  support  of  schools  and  the  payment  of  statutory  ob- 
ligations of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the  application  against 
said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received 
from  the  state  equalization  fund  together  with  other  income;  the 
school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen  the  balance  between  the 
estimated  revenue  and  the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be 
raised  by  taxes  by  the  town.

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Report  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 


To  the  School  Board  of  Kensington,  New  Hampshire: 

I  take  pleasure  in  submitting  my  first  annual  report  as  Superin- 
tendent of  Schools. 

In  the  long  run  a  community  provides  the  kind  of  education  for 
its  children  and  youth  that  the  whole  community  wants.  The  school 
does  not  belong  to  the  superintendent,  the  principal,  or  the  teachers. 
It  belongs  to  all  the  people.  All  American  youth  need  formal  educa- 
tion at  least  until  they  reach  the  age  of  eighteen.  For  such  education 
to  be  meaningful  to  them,  modifications  must  be  made  in  many 
current  school  programs  which  were  originally  designed  primarily 
for  pupils  seeking  entrance  to  college. 

Some  objectives  generally  accepted  by  good  modern  schools  are 
listed. 

The  school  should 

1.  develop  self-disciplined  and  responsible  citizens  who  will 
live  harmoniously  with  other  members  of  the  community. 

2.  develop  and  promote  good  physical  and  mental  health. 

3.  develop  in  the  youth  the  ability  to  use  the  tools  of  learning 
effectively. 

4.  develop  in  each  youth  employable  skills  for  securing  a  re- 
spectable place  in  society. 

5.  teach  youth  to  use  leisure  time  wisely. 

6.  provide  experiences  to  develop  worthy  home  membership. 

6.     give  knowledge  of  how  to  purchase  and  use  goods  and  ser- 
vices intelligently. 

8.  develop  an  interest  in  and  an  appreciation  of  art,  music, 
radio,  screen  and  stage. 

9.  stimulate  interest  in  and  an  understanding  of  the  part  that 
science  plays  in  modern  living. 

For  education  to  attain  these  objectives,  the  first  requirement  is 
full  co-operation  of  citizens  and  parents,  teachers  and  students. 
A  second  requirement  is  to  have  competent  teachers  in  charge  of 
our  young  people,  for  a  school  can  be  no  stronger  than  the  teachers 
who  are  employed  there. 

A  third  requirement  is  to  have  adequate  physical  facilities  such 
as  school  buildings  and  playgrounds  which  will  assist  rather  than 
hinder  the  attainment  of  the  objectives  of  modern  education.  Fol- 
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lowing  are  some  yardsticks  which  can  be  used  to  help  us  to  determine 
how  adequate  our  present  facilities  are: 

1.  Housing  facilities — Does  the  building  provide  accommoda- 
tions to  meet  increasing  enrollments  so  that  no  room  needs 
to  house  more  than  twenty-five  students? 

2.  Age  of  building — Is  the  building  modern  enough  to  meet 
the  requirements  of  present  day  education? 

3.  Size  of  playground — Does  the  playground  meet  the  national 
standard  of  five  acres  for  the  site  and  an  additional  acre 
for  each  one  hundred  students? 

4.  Provisions  for  cafeteria  and  auditorium — Does  the  buildng 
have  a  cafeteria  and  a  combination  auditorium  and  gym- 
nasium? 

If  some  of  the  above  requirements  are  not  being  met  to  the  degree 
which  you  feel  they  should  be,  may  I  encourage  you  to  give  serious 
consideration  regarding  what  can  be  done  to  fulfill  these  needs,  for  I 
am  sure  that  you  as  an  active  and  interested  citizen  are  eager  to 
have  your  community  provide  the  best  possible  training  which  it 
can  afford  for  its  young  people.  There  is  no  better  investment  in  this 
troubled  world  than  investment  in  youth. 

Kensington  is  indeed  fortunate  in  having  Mrs.  Clough  and  Mrs. 
Bartlett  as  teachers  of  the  boys  and  girls.  Both  of  them  are  ex- 
perienced and  competent  teachers  who  have  an  unusual  amount  of 
interest  in  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  children.  The  same  can  be 
said  of  Mrs.  Henry  who,  as  teacher  of  music,  contributes  much  to 
the  school  program.  The  caliber  of  work  being  done  by  the  Kensing- 
ton students  as  they  continue  their  education  in  Exeter  is  ample 
proof  of  the  excellent  training  which  they  have  received.  Mrs.  Shee- 
hy  is  giving  close  attention  to  the  health  of  the  children  as  school 
nurse. 

I  am  pleased  to  find  that  the  Parent-Teacher  Association  is  ac- 
tively engaged  in  various  projects  for  the  welfare  of  the  schools. 
The  schools  have  benefited  much  from  the  association's  efforts. 

I  wish  to  call  your  attention  to  the  reports  and  tables  which  follow. 
I  trust  these  will  be  of  interest  to  all  parents  and  citizens. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  the  citi- 
zens, the  members  of  the  School  Board,  and  the  teachers  for  their 
splendid  co-operation  and  support  during  this  year.

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Report  of  Supervisor  of  Music 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

With  the  beginning  of  the  school  term  in  January  1948,  the 
children  resumed  their  study  of  the  reading  of  music,  the  learning 
of  new  songs,  and  the  writing  of  measures  of  music.  The  operetta, 
"The  Magic  Charm"  was  selected  to  be  given  at  the  end  of  the 
school  year. 

Early  in  the  term,  work  was  started  on  different  parts  of  the 
operetta.  Memorial  Day  Music  was  also  started  well  in  advance,  and 
was  worked  in  with  the  regular  music  routine. 

The  Memorial  Day  program  included  several  songs,  some  of 
which  were  sung  in  harmony. 

In  June,  "The  Magic  Charm"  was  presented  before  a  large  and 
appreciative  audience.  I  was  very  proud  of  the  children  and  the 
performance  which  they  gave.

Part  of  the  program  has  included  the  becoming  familiar  with 
many  folk-songs,  spirituals,  and  other  well-known  songs.  Later  in 
the  term  a  song  naming  contest  will  be  given.  A  collection  of  pic- 
tures of  different  musical  instruments  has  been  started.  Sight  sing- 
ing has  been  continued,  and  new  songs  have  been  learned. 

At  the  annual  Christmas  program,  several  specially  prepared 
Christmas  songs  were  sung,  some  in  two  parts. 

As  the  children  are  interested  in  giving  another  operetta  this  year, 
we  are  looking  forward  to  presenting  one  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year. 

I  feel  that  progress  has  been  made  toward  our  goal,  which  is  the 
love  of  singing,  the  understanding  and  knowledge  of  the  funda- 
mentals of  music,  and  the  appreciation  of  good  music,  all  of  which 
can  mean  so  much  in  the  lives  of  all  of  us.

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Report  of  School  Nurse 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools: 

Following  is  the  report  of  the  school  nurse  from  January  1,  1948  to 
January  1,  1949: 

At  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  schools  are  inspected  and 
fresh  first-aid  supplies  are  placed  in  the  schools  for  the  use  of  pupils. 

During  the  early  autumn  all  children  are  weighed  and  measured 
and  again  during  the  winter  and  spring  terms.  A  weight  and  growth 
chart  is  kept  in  the  schools  for  the  pupils.  Examinations  are  made 
of  the  eyes,  teeth,  hearing,  tonsils,  and  posture.  Skin  and  hair  are 
examined  frequently.  Immunizations  against  small-pox  and  diph- 
theria are  recorded.  All  defects  found  are  reported  to  parents. 

A  dental  clinic  was  held  as  usual  in  Dr.  Winkler's  office  in  Exeter 
during  the  spring  months.  Transportation  was  furnished  by  the 
Parent-Teacher  Association  and  the  school  nurse.  The  clinic  was 
sponsored  by  the  Parent-Teacher  Association. 

All  children  in  grades  3,  4,  5  and  6  were  given  the  audiometer 
test  for  hearing.  The  Maico  individual  test  was  given  to  the  child- 
ren who  did  not  pass  the  group  test.  I  hope  that  in  the  near  future 
we  can  own  a  Maico  Audiometer  for  individual  testing.  With  this 
audiometer  we  can  test  the  hearing  of  the  first  and  second  grade 
pupils  which  is  very  important.
